There were some new creeks reported above 
and below Omineca, ia a direction northeast 
from Getgiangen, and men were leaving daily. 
So far,there is not much known of certainty 
conceruing them. One is named Currie 
Creek. That named U. S. Creek, previously 
reported, is said to be a myth—oothing is 
known of it. 

In the Upper Discovery claim, located about 
eight miles above the town, as much as 75 
ounces per day to four men, was taken out 
on some days. Two other companies ad- 
joining made nearly as much until the high 
water ed’ work. In ten or twelve days’ 
the water should be low enough to allow of 
quiners turning it through the tail-races.
